Mra. Cohen ran back In the car and, grabbing
the large man, began screaming:

“Helpl beip! This man s a thief!*

The othar passengers became exciled and ran
out of the oar, but the big man slmply smiled.

“You've made a misiake,” he sald calmly:

*No. lhaven't," crled Mra. Cohen. "1 kpow
you. You and thai other man got in our way
and insuited me when I spoke to you."

It was just st this stage of the conversation
that Deatective Millmore came along and was
summoned by the conductor, who knew him.
